Deals Blow at H ig h Prices. 


Stringent provisions to prohibit tim 
enhancing of prices of Hie necessaries 
covered by tile biti ate made 
it is 
made unlawful for any person wilfully 
to destroy any of tile necessaries to in­ 
crease 
prtces; 
to 
waste them; 
to 
hoard them; 
to limit transportation 
facilities; to restrict the supply; to 
lessen the production wilfully. 
T he president is given authority to 
requisition food, feeds, fuels and other 
supplies for Hie army and navy, or for 
any other public use connected with 
Hic common defense. 
The president further Is authorized 
to purchase, store aud sell ai reason­ 
able price* fuel, wheat, dour, meal, 
beans and potatoes in order to guarati 
tee reasonable prices to the consnui 
ors. 
He is empowered to requisition and 
take over for the support of tile army 
or navy or for any public use for the 
rom mon defense any factory, packing 
house, mine or other plant through 
which necessaries are made and to op 
«rate it. 
T h e bill carries an appropriation of 
$150,000,000 to carry out the purposes 
Of the act and also makes provision 
for a Joint committee of congress on 
expenditures for tile war. 
The com­ 
mittee is to consist of Ave members of 
the house aud five members of the 
senate.

Washington, July 23.—[Special.]—In­ 
stead of unraveling the tangled skein 
of war tile situation is becoming more 
complicated. To carry on such an In­ 
significant w ar a* that with Spain was 
made a great tusk and a trial, while 
the after effects remain with na up to 
the present time. T o organize for such 
a tremendous w a r bs we entered upon 
last April hag proved such a task an 
to altiioat swam p tile government, aud 
It I* no wonder that officials and con­ 
gress are exceedingly busy. 
With each war blit the mountains 
in the pathway rise higher. 
It wa* 
reckoned a great task to [tass tile w ar 
resolution, an immense tusk to pat** 
the seven billion dollar w ar credit bill, 
a still greater task to pass tile con­ 
scription bill, but they seem of small 
imiHjrt compared to the trouble other 
bills have made. 


Food and Rsvonuo. 
Curiously enough, the most difficult 
legislation in connection with Hie war 
is not the raising and organizing an 
army, lait in providing money and food. 
Tile food bill ha* been the most de­ 
bated measure that has been before 
congress in muny years,. it bus been 
the subject of more complication* than 
any bill that bas come before congress 
in connection with the war, and yet 
it hits been regarded of great impor­ 
tance, necessary for tile tr<*>ps in Hie 
field and for the people ut home. 
We still have tile revenue bill. which 
may prove even a more difficult prob­ 
lem than all others before it pusses 
the senate. 
Certainly it lins receive*! 
more committee attention than au> 
other bill. 


Intention* and Reauita. 
“ Pass the bill und debate afterw ard,” 
was tho substance of a speech bv a 
senator who criticised tile delay and 
discussion of tile food control bill, 
which iuov«*d the blind senator from 
Oklahoma, Core, to allude to the obi 
phrase about "good *111100(10118.” 
He 
sa id : 
If the best intentions were a guar­ 
anty against evil consequences then we 
have no need of any fear in passing 
(his or any other bill. 
We are all in­ 
spired by the best possible intentions, 
but more holy intentions do not in­ 
sure us against mistakes. 
It seems to 
be til** fate of drastic legislation that 
it generally defeats flu* ends which It 
seeks to accomplish.” 


Supposing a Cat*. 
Some folks in this country say that 
the butted States is making w ar Upon 
tho imperial German government, not 
upon the G erman people. 
"Suppose.” 
said u congressman who was not much 
in favor of the war, "tlmt the German 
people regard Emperor William much 
as the American people regard Teddy 
Roosevelt, or suppose they regard their 
Imperial government as many people 
regurd President Wilson and his gov­ 
ernment V I ii that case is it not reason­ 
able to t*elleve that they will tie te n a­ 
cious in holding together and support­ 
ing their Teddy or their government?” 
And w hen men talk alnmt overthrow­ 
ing the present German government it 
might as well consider whether It is 
not supported by the German i>eople. 


Madden Rabat#. 
Congressman Madden of Illinois has 
rebelled against high hotel prices. 
He 
Is the first m a n to make a public out- j 
cry against the extraordinary prices 
charged by botels for food. 
But there 
has liven a great deal of grumbling 
among patron# of the l>est cafes and 
restaurants, not only in Washington, 
but in other cities. 
In a speech in the 
house Madden asserted that prices at 
the leading hotels in this country were 
nearly double the pjrfces at th e best ho­ 
tel# in london. 


Quin Wanted Time.
